Eighteen  Midwives  were  on  the  Register  including  one  untrained. 
Two  of  these  practise  solely  in  their  Nursing  Homes  and  two  combine  Nursing 
Home  and  District  Practise,  the  remaining  14  practise  as  District  Midwives 
and  Monthly  Nurses. 

Routine  \’isits  are  paid  to  the  Midwives,  when  Ante-Natal  records, 
case  books  and  bag  of  appliances  are  examined  and  a general  survey  of  the 
surroundings  noted. 

S|>ecial  visits  are  made  when  the  same  conditions  arise  as  stated  regard- 
ing Maternit}'  Homes.  The  outdoor  uniform  in  these  cases,  along  with  bag 
of  appliances  are  brought  to  the  Health  Office  for  inspection,  and  if  found 
necessary,  are  disinfected.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire  Ro}  al  Inhrmary  is  an  Institution 
standing  at  the  Southern  end  of  the  neighbouring  Borough  of  Blackburn. 

Every  case  sent  from  Darwen  is  admitted. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Nathan  A.  Smith,  sujiplied  the  following  informa- 
tion of  patients  from  Darwen  treated  in  this  Institution  --

Based  upon  the  ordinar}^  expenditure  for  the  year,  the  Cost  of  Treat- 
ment of  these  Patients  or  the  }ear  1930  was  i,'4,365  11s.  lid. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  (locall}’)  for  the  treatment  of 
maternity  cases,  or  for  children’s  ailments.  The  Queen’s  Park  Hospital, 
Blackburn,  is  the  Public'  Assistance  Inhrmar\’  for  Darwen,  etc.,  and  admits 
matenr.ty  and  other  cases  from  Darwen  as  required.  They  have  at  this 
lins]3ital  a maternit}'  section  and  an  open-air  sec'tion  for  cripple  children,  and 
carry  out  orthopaedic  work.  Children  are  also  sent  for  treatment  to  Man- 
chester Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury. 

For  Smallpox — The  Corporation  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Blackburn  Corjioration  whereby  three  beds  are  reserved  for  the  use  of 
Darwen  patients  in  Finnington  Hospital,  Blackburn. 
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For  other  Infectious  Diseases — At  Bull  Hill  Hospital,  36  beds.  The 
cases  usually  admitted  are  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Er}’sipelas. 

Bull  Hill  Hospital  is  owned  by  the  Corporation. 

During  the  year  85  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  8 Pneumonia,  87  Dijjh- 
theria,  and  two  Erysipelas  were  admitted  to  our  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  hospital. 
Consultants  are  called  in  when  required.  During  the  year  under  review. 
Dr.  Wishart,  Throat  and  Nose  Specialist  for  Blackburn  Ro}'al  Infirmar}’ 
operated  upon  two  cases,  one  Mastoid  and  one  Tympanotomy. 

Experience  during  the  year  led  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Hospital 
could  be  more  efficiently  worked,  and  serve  its  true  function,  b}'  having  a small 
cubicle  block,  of  at  least  10  cubicles,  built. 

Such  a block  would  meet  the  difficulties  arising  from  (i.)  Cases  of 
mixed  infection  ; (ii.)  Cases  of  difficult  diagnosis  ; (iii.)  Suspect  cases,  and 
would  in  my  opinion,  reduce  the  cost  per  |>atient  and  the  risk  of  cross 
infection. 

Tubercular  cases  from  Darwen  are  admitted  to  various  Sanatoria 
through  the  Lancashire  County  Tuberculosis  Committee. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  Maternity  cases 
into  the  .Springfield  Maternity  Home,  Blackburn.  Dr.  Aitken,  of  Blackbinn, 
has  been  appointed  consultant,  in  cases  of  difficult  confinement.  Puerperal 
Fe\er  and  Pyrexia,  and  where  he  Considers  it  to  be  necessary,  has  the 
jiatieiit  remo\ed  to  his  own  ward  in  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary,  where 
he  personally  attends. 

The  Coum-il  make  the  following  grants  annually  to  voliiiitar}’  hospitals  : 
i,10  10s.  Od.  Royal  Infirmary,  Manchester  ; £5  5s.  Od.  St.  Mary’s  Hosjiiial, 
Manchester  ; £5  5s.  Od.  Royal  Infirmary,  Blackburn. 

Ceneral  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases  are  admitted  to  Blackburn  Royal 
Infirmary,  an  Institution  maintained  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Children  are  admitted  to  Queen’s  Park  Hos|iital,  Blackbiirn  (Public 
Assistance). 

Maternity  Cases  are  admitted  to  Springfield  Maternity  Home,  Black- 
burn, loy  arrangement  with  Blackburn  C'orjioration,  or  Blackburn  Royal 
Infirmary. 
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Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Ro}  al  infirmary  under  the 
Lancashire  County  Council’s  Scheme. 

Tuberculosis  patients  are  admitted  to  various  Sanatoria,  etc.,  under 
the  administration  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

The  Chronic  Sick  and  Mental  Cases  are  admitted  to  Queen’s  Park 
Hospital,  Blackburn  (P.A.). 

Cases  of  Mental  Ueliciency  are  admitted  to  “ Calderstones,  W'hai/ey, 
under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Orthopaedic  Cases  are  dealt  with  at  Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn, 
or  the  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Cases  and  also  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmarjv 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Investigations  of  all  Maternal  Deaths  are  made  b}’  me,  and  the  records 
are  kept. 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  are  investigated  by  me  and  records  kept.

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children,  in  the  town,  other  than  sending  them  into 
Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  the  removal  of  Infectious  Cases  we  have  a motor  ambulance,  the 
motor  driver  also  carr\’ing  out  all  disinfecting.  For  non-infectious  and 
accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  is  available  at  Mr.  H.  Harwood’s, 
“ Station  Garage,”  agreement  with  the  Town  Coun<'il  and  during  1930 
was  called  out  on  293'occasions. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  established.  One 
at  No.  43,  Bolton  Road,  is  open  daily  from  9 to  10  a.m.,  and  4-30  to  5-30 
p.m.  Special  Afternoon  Sessions  are  held  every  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
liom  2-30  to  5 p.m.  The  other  Centre  is  at  (ireenfield  institute  and  an 
Afternoon  Session  is  held  on  Thursdays  from  2-30  to  5 p.m. 
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We  have  no  Day  Nursery. 

There  is  one  School  Clinic  (at  Holker  House),  established  and  main- 
tained by  the  local  Education  Authority. 

Orthopaedic  Cases  are  followed  up  by  the  attendance  of  children  at 
the  School  Clinic  or  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  A further 
special  scheme  for  this  work  is  under  consideration. 

We  have  no  Artificial  Light  Clinic. 

At  20,  Railway  Road,  Uarwen,  there  is  a Tuberculosis  Uispensar}', 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  where  patients 
attend  for  examination  once  each  week.  X-Ray  Examinations  of  patients 
are  carried  out  at  this  Dispensary,  where  there  are  special  rooms  fitted  up 
for  these  purposes. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  is  collected  mostly  from  Moorland,  and  is  a soft  water, 
having  only  about  four  degrees  of  hardness. 

The  service  is  a constant  one. 

The  approximate  number  of  dwellinghouses  supplied  direct  is  10,485. 
There  is  no  supply  by  stand  pipe. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling- 
houses. 

Water  from  Sunnyhurst  Reservoir  is  slightly  acid  and  is  treated  with 
Sodium  Carbonate  before  sand  filtration,  and  limestone  is  also  placed  in  the 
bed  of  the  brook  at  the  intake. 

Water  from  house  taps  has  been  analysed  during  the  year  to  test  the 
efficiency  of  the  treatment,  and  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  insufficiency. 

No  extensions  were  required  during  the  year. 

The  amount  used  during  the  year  was  369,997,000  gallons  ; 41,797,000 
being  for  trade  purposes,  the  remainder  for  domestic  use  at  the  rate  of 
23.6  gallons  per  head  per  day. 
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'rile  total  Rainfall  for  the  year  on  the  W atershed  was  60.62  incnes, 
and  in  Bold  Venture  Park  62.27  inches.  We  had  rain  on  243  days. 

The  heaviest  Rainfall  was  in  August  with  9.77  inches,  and  the  lowest 
in  f'ebruary,  with  0.51  inches. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  ri\er  is  regularly  sampled  for  pollution.  Inspections  are  also 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Bacteriological  method  is  the  one  in  use  for  the  treatment  of 
sewage,  and  appears  to  be  efficient. 

There  are  a few  scattered  houses  situated  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
town  to  which  our  drainage  system  has  not  }’et  been  extended.  These 
houses  are  still  on  the  pail  system  and  necessitate  the  collection  and  removal 
of  the  excreta  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Water  and  Smoke  tests  are  applied  to  drains. 

Sewers  are  frequently  flushed.

House  refuse  is  burnt  in  a Meldrum’s  Destructor  which  is  situated 
near  the  Electricity  Works.

Advice  has  frequently  been  given  to  furnaceinen  in  regard  to  the 
methods  of  stoking. 

The  Inspectors  took  43  observations,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration, 
(ill ring  the  vear. 

In  one  case  the  emission  was  in  excess  of  tlie  tim-e  limit.  A statutory 
notice  was  served  on  the  occupiers  of  the  mill. 

The  time  limit  allowed  per  hour  for  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke  is  as 
follows  : — One,  two  or  three  boilers,  five  minutes  ]3er  hour.  Four  or  more 
boilers,  seven  minutes  per  hour. 


HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

During  1930  no  legal  action  was  necessary.  Local  B\’elaws  were 
granted  to  the  Corporation  in  1929  and  these  are  adequate. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE. 

The  Municipal  Model  Lodging  House  is  the  onb-  common  lodging  house 
in  the  town  and  is  frequently  inspected. 

The  average  daily  number  of  lodgers  for  the  year  was  70.37,  including 
women,  as  compared  with  81.98  for  the  jirevious  )-ear,  a decrease  of  11.61. 
This  decrease  was  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  prevailing  industrial  depres- 
sion.

SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  on  the  whole  is  good.  The  town’s  water 
bupply  is  connected  to  all  the  Schools  and  is  adequate. 

The  playgrounds  of  several  of  the  Schools  are  still  unpa\ed  and  in 
one  School  pail  closets  still  obtain. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  school  on  account  of  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease. 

The  Schools  are  inspected  by  the  Sanitary'  Inspectors  three  times  per 
annum  during  the  holiday  periods.  At  these  periods  the  floors  and  furniture 
are  washed  and  the  walls  are  swept  ; all  lavatories  are  specially  attended  to 
and  limewashed. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

During  the  period  March  2’4th  to  29th,  a Special  Health  Week,  including 
Maternity'  and  Child  Welfare  work  was  held.  Special  lectures  were  given 
jiarticularly  regarding  Cancer,  and  an  Exhibition  was  ojjened  to  the  public  m 
the  Library  Lecture  Hall.  A local  fund  in  connection  with  the  Cancer  Cam- 
paign was  opened  and  a sum  of  £ll\  6s.  2d.  was  raised.  ;^600  of  this  sum 
was  allotted  to  the  Manchester  and  District  Radium  Institute.  During 
“ Cancer  Week,”  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Travelling  Cinema  Van  visited 
each  of  the  schools  in  the  town  where  short  addresses  and  film  exhibitions 
were  given  to  the  children.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  AS  TO  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  built  in  street  formation, 
for  the  most  part  at  right  angles  from  the  main  roadways.  The  greater 
number  are  designed  to  accommodate  people  of  the  working  classes.  Ihe 
streets  are  fairly  wide.  Houses  for  the  most  part  are,  commodious,  lofty, 
well-lighted,  and  proxided  with  lireplaces.  Ihe  majority  of  the  floors  of  the 
lower  rooms  are  flagged.  Yorkshire  stone  has  been  used  for  the  fronts  in 
most  of  the  houses,  and  bricks  for  the  rear  and  internal  walls.  Ihe  oldest 
houses  are  stone  built  and  are  found  on  or  near  the  old  Roman  highway  or 
in  folds. 

I 

It  has  not  been  the  general  custom  to  carry  out  s^ubsoil  drainage  before 
building,  with  the  result  that  dampness  is  common  because  of  the  subsoil 
being  waterlogged.  From  the  nature  of  the  subsoil  and  the  contour  of  the 
district,  subsoil  drainage  of  building  sites  should  be  insisted  upon. 

SUFFICIENCY  OF  SUPPLY  OF  HOUSES. 

There  is  a decided  shortage  of  houses  in  the  town  of  low  rental.  .Such 
houses  are  required  to  meet  the  circumstances  of  young  married  couples  who 
can  get  no  home  of  their  own,  and  are  compelled  to  secure  furnished  apart- 
ments where  they  can,  or  alternatively  live  with  either  one  or  other  of  the 
parents.  Measures  to  meet  this  shortage  have  been  suggested  in  my  report 
to  the  Council,  made  under  Section  25  (2)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 

The  present  depression  in  the  staple  trade  does  not  lead  me  to  anticipate 
any  immigrant  population  in  the  immediate  future. 

There  are  no  special  difficulties  in  the  way  of  providing  suitable  sites 
for  ihe  erection  of  new  houses. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  small  and  low-rented  houses  there  is  undoubtedly 
a degree  of  overcrowding  in  some  of  the  pre-war  built  houses.  The  term 
overcrowding  is  used  here  to  mean,  not  overcrowding  in  terms  of  people  to 
cubic  space  within  the  house,  but  \ the  congregating  together  in  one  house 
of  more  than  two  families. 

The  cause  of  this  overcrowding  is  accounted  for  to  a great  extent  in 
most  cases  by  (i.)  ina1)ilit)’  to  pay  the  present  rentals,  (ii.)  there  being  no 
houses  available  at  cheajier  rentals. 

No  special  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  deal  with  this  matter. 
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FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 


No  special  difficulties  have  be-en  experienced  in  action  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3 of  the  Housing  Act,  1925,  as  def-ects 
have  usually  been  remedied  b}’  owners  of  projierty  after  service  of  Informal 
Notices. 

It  is  estimated  that  during  the  next  five  years  243  houses  will  be 
repaired  under  Part  II.  Housing  Act,  1930. 

There  were  no  houses  found  to  be  inadequately  supplied  with  water 
from  private  sources.  Ihere  were  32  houses  inadequately  supplied  with 
town’s  water  owing  to  defective  service  pipes.  These  were  remedied. 

There  are  approximately  236  separate  dwellinghouses  with  common 
>'ards,  etc.,  which  have  124  water  closets,  or  in  more  remote  parts  of  the 
(own,  pail  closets,  provided  for  their  use.  At  present  the  accommodation  is 
regarded  as  adequate. 


UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

Demolition  of  the  Bury  Street  Unhealthy  Area  is  now  practically  com- 
plete. Any  other  consideration  in  this  respect  will  only  involve  small  groups 
scattered  houses  in  older  parts  of  the  town. 


BYELAWS  RELATING  TO  HOUSES,  ETC. 

The  present  Byelaws  have  proved  to  be  adequate. 


TOWN  PLANNING. 

As  a result  of  the  recommendation  of  North-East  Lancashire  Joint  Town 
Planning  Committee,  the  area  has  now  been  divided  into  two  districts  and 
steps  are  being  taken  to  form  a .Statutory  Committee  in  each  area.  A Sub- 
('ommittee  appointed  to  consider  the  best  method  of  carrying  out  the  recom- 
mendations has  just  issued  its  report,  which  will  be  ('onsidered  at  a meeting 
ol  the  Local  .Authorities  concerned.  It  is  proposed  to  engage  a staff  in  each 
area  to  carrv  out  the  whole  of  the  work  in  that  area  on  similar  lines  to  the 
Manchester  and  District  Regional  (Mmmittee. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supplied  in  Darwen  is  of  good  quality. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidated)  Act,  1915,  Ihe  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  are  all  being 
complied  with  according  to  the  \arious  provisions.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
carry  out  the  duties  and  make  inspections.  The  books  and  certificates 
lequired  by  the  Acts  and  Orders  are  kept  up-to-date. 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  two  Dealer’s 
Licences  to  sell  “ Certified  ” Milk,  five  to  sell  “ Grade  A ” Milk  and  forty- 
eight  to  sell  “ Pasteurized  ” Milk  have  been  granted. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  or 
of  licenses  for  graded  milk. 


The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshojis  are  periodical!}'  inspected. 
Their  condition  is  considerably  improved. 

No  notices  were  served  during  the  year  requiring  additional  window 
area  in  farm  buildings,  but  letters  were  sent  to  various  owners.  In  eleven 
cases  improvements  regarding  windows  were  carried  out. 

A new  double  shippon  was  erected,  one  shippon  was  entirely  remodelled, 
eight  shippon  ceilings  were  raised,  and  at  seven  farms  shippon  floors  were 
relaid  and  channelled.  Four  separate  dairies  were  jiroxided.  In  addition, 
midden  steads,  etc. , were  made  and  general  repairs  effected  to  farm  buildings. 

The  work  that  has  been  carried  out  is  estimated  to  have  cost  about 
id, 993. 

There  are  73  cowkeepers  on  the  Registers  and  149  Dairymen  or  Milk 
Purve}'^ors  (other  than  cowkeepers).  This  number  includes  101  dealers  regis- 
tered for  sale  of  Tottled  sterilized  milk,  etc.  Three  hundred  and  forty 
inspections  have  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year. 

When  necessary  the  veterinar}'  surgeon  is  called  in  to  inspect  dairv 

cows. 
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Regarding  tuberculous  milk,  one  sample  was  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  proved  on  analysis  to  be  negative.  Eleven  cattle 
were  clinically  examined  by  the  Borough  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  he 
reported  that  in  his  opinion  one  animal  showed  clinical  evidence  of  tuber- 
culosis. d'his  animal  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  a 
postmortem  examination  confirmed  the  diagnosis,  compensation  being  paid 
to  the  owner. 


MEAT,  ETC. 

The  stalls,  shojis,  stores  and  vehicles  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspectors  and  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  are  being  complied  with. 
I'he  premises  are  \ isited  regularly  and  strict  supervision  is  kejit. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

A public  slaughterhouse  has  been  provided  and  this  is  conducted 
satisfactorily.  There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  borough. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

'fhere  are  127  Bakehouses  and  on  the  whole  they  are  in  a fairly  good 
condition. 


FOOD  CONDEMNED. 

The  amount  of  food  surrendered  or  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption is  as  follows —

There  have  Been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year, 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 


Sixteen  samj^les  of  cows’  milk  were  purchased  by  the  Inspectors, 
submitted  for  analysis,  and  found  to  be  genuine  upon  examination. 

We  have  not  taken  any  action  during  the  year  in  respect  of  Condensed 
Milk  Regulations,  1923  ; Dried  Milk  Regulations,  1923  ; or  the  Milk  and  Cream 
Regulations,  1912-1917. 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD. 

One  sample  of  cow’s  milk  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, York  Place,  Manchester,  for  bacteriological  examination  and  found 
negative.  As  previously  stated,  sixteen  samples  of  cow’s  milk  were  submitted 
to  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Liverpool,  for  chemical 
examination  and  all  pro\  ed  to  be  genuine. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 

Scarlet  Fever  continued  to  remain  scattered  throughout  the  town,  no 
definite  source  of  infection  being  resjionsible  for  any  of  the  cases.  Diphtheria, 
however,  continues  to  remain  within  the  areas  of  the  town  of  its  original 
start. 
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Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order  of  1910,  a sup’dy  of  Anti-toxin 
IS  kept  at  the  Health  Office  and  the  Police  Station,  and  the  total  amount 
supplied  free  of  charge  to  local  practitioners  and  used  m the  Infectious 

Diseases  Hospital  during  1930  was  5,175,000  units.  The  Anti-toxin  is 
promptly  used. 
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There  were  no  cases  of  Encephalitis  Epiclemica  reported  during  the 


year. 


We  had  one  “ return  ” case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Si.xty-seven  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  Owing  to  the  Hospital 
being  fully  occupied  with  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  we  were  unable  to 
accept  these  cases  in  our  Hospital.  They  were  however,  admitted  to  Black- 
burn Royal  Infirmary  or  Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn.  Enlargement 
of  our  Hospital  b}’  the  erection  of  a cubicle  block  would  overcome  these  admin- 
istrative aifficulties  and  in  my  opinion  would  meet  the  wishes  of  the  community. 

It  has  been  general  to  discharge  all  uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  from  this  hospital  on  the  28th  to  the  30th  day.  If  the  accommodation 
is  suitable,  attention  adequate,  and  the  people  desire  the  case  to  remain  at 
home,  we  allow  this,  and  maintain  general  supervision. 

We  have  not  adopted  any  new  methods  for  the  selection  of  individual 
cases  for  admission  to  hospital. 

Cases  of  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  if  complicated  by  Pneumonia, 
are  now  admitted  to  Bull  Hill  Hospital,  if  accommodation  permits. 

Contacts  are  kept  under  observation  after  removal  of  patients  and 
disinfection  of  houses.  Any  suspicious  carrier  cases  are  examined  in  the 
usual  way,  bacteriologically  and  clinically,  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  the  Schick  and  Dick  Tests, 
in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively,  or  of  the  recently  developed 
artificial  methods  of  immunization  against  these  diseases  as  I do  not  think 
it  wise  at  present  to  push  these  tests. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox)  Regulations,  1917. 

It  has  not  been  necessar\-  to  make  any  of  the  following  diseases  com- 
pulsorily noti'iable — Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhoea  (under  2 years). 
Chicken-pox,  or  an}-  other  disease. 

Number  of  Special  Reports  made  under  Art.  XIX.  (15  and  16)  .Sanitary 
Officers’  Order,  1910? — Nil. 

No  special  inquiries  have  been  undertaken  in  connection  with  ejiidemics 
from  Influenza,  locally  contracted  anthrax  or  rabies. 
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Arrangements  in  this  district  are  so  completely  cariied  out  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  at  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  in  their 
Radiological  Department  that  no  special  efforts  are  requned  to  be  taken  in 
this  direction  by  the  Local  Authority. 

No  special  enquiries  relating  to  cancer  ha\e  been  t:onducted  m con- 
sultation with  the  Dejiartmental  Committee  on  Cancer  or  otherwise. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  268.  The 
Disinfecting  medium  used  either  Sulphur  or  formalin. 

We  have  a modern  steam  disinfector  situated  at  Shorey  Bank,  near 
the  Electricity  Works.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  bathing'  xerminous,  etc.,  persons  if 
occasion  arises. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  thnTa'-se\'en  instances  in  respect  of 
houses,  and  ninet}'-six  in  respect  of  persons. 

Prior  to  Rat  Week  in  November,  farmers,  occupiers  of  mills,  workshops 
and  food  stores  were  circularised,  and  advised  what  ac  tion  should  be  taken  to 
rid  their  premises  of  rodents.  On  the  whole  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
Action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  in  man\'  instances  where  houses  have 
been  reported  to  be  infested  with  cockroaches.

Two  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed  and  we  have  established  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Two  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the 
Bolton  Road  Centre,  and  one  at  the  (ireenlield  Centre.  Advice  is  given 
daily  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  Bolton  Road  Centre  to  any  mothers  between 
the  hours  of  9 to  10  a.m.,  and  4-30  to  5-30  p.m.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  attends  one  session  each  week  for  ante-natal  work.  Children  up  to 
five  years  are  weighed  and  record  cards  are  kept.

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We  have  no  local  Maternity  Home  or  Hospital  for  the  reception  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children. 


During  the  year  there  were  three  maternal  deaths.  These  deaths 
occurred  in  Hlackburn  Royal  Infirmary,  one  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  one  from 
Haemorrhage  following  Caesarean  Section,  and  the  other  from  Eclampsia. 


The  cases  were  seen  regularly  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  also  were 
attended  to  ante-natally  by  their  own  doctors. 


During  the  year  143  expectant  mothers  have  been  advised,  as  required, 
at  the  Centres  or  at  their  homes. 

The  Poor  Law  Authorities  deal  with  cases  of  unmarried  mothers, 
.llegitimate  children,  and  children  temporarily  or  {permanently  deprived  of  a 
home  with  their  own  |>arents.  The  cases  are  admitted  to  Queen’s  Park 
1 losjpital. 

The  Local  Authority  has  instituted  a scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  for 
necessitous  infants  and  €X|pectant  and  nursing  mothers.  During  1930  free 
grants  in  necessitous  cases  were  made  as  follows  : — 

Fresli  Cow’s  Milk  value  ;{,84  18s.  9d.,  Dried  Milk  £4  10s.  Od.,  a total 
of  £89  8s.  9d. 

Tire  aj;|j!icants  for  this  grant  fill  ujp  a form  ; inquiries  are  made  regard- 
ing the  social  conditions  and  income  of  a{)|)licants  and  a graded  scale  is 
worked  to  before  an\'  grant  of  free  milk  is  made. 

If  anv  children  under  5 years  of  age  require  orthojjac'dic  treatment  they 
are  sent  to  Queen’s  Park  Hos]>ital  where  there  is  a sjiecial  open-air  block  for 
that  |)ur[)ose,  or  to  Pendlebur\'  Children’s  Hosjiital. 

W’e  ha\e  a X’oluntary  Care  Committee,  consisting  of  about  40  ladies 
resident  in  the  town  who  interest  themsehes  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and 
( hild  Welfare  Centre.  Three  of  this  number  are  members  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee.  In  this  connection  there  is  a Mothers’ 
Club  which  meets  one  e\ening  e\ery  fortnight  at  the  Maternity  Centre.  A 
c.'urse  of  lectures  and  practii  al  demonstrations  is  gnen.  There  is  also  a 
■Savings  Scheme  in  connection  with  the  Mothers’  Club. 
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All  children  ha\'e  record  cards  and  when  each  child  attains  the  a^e 
ot  5 years  the  card  is  transferred  to  the  School  Medical  Department. 


INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  two  Health  Visitors  are  api)ointed  Inspectors  to  carry  out  the 
duties,  and  during  1930  it  was  only  nec'essUr)-  to  three  \islts. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PYREXIA. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations,  1926,  the  Council  have  arranged  with  Ur.  R.  V.  Aitken,  of  Black- 
burn, to  act  as  consultant.  Any  bacteriological  examination  that  may  be 
required  will  be  carried  out  ui  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place, 
Manchester.  Cases  requiring  hosjiital  treatment  are  admitted  to  Bui!  Hill 
Hospital  or  Blackburn  Ro\'al  Infirmar}’  in  ac'cordance  with  consultant’s  instruc- 
tions. Should  any  case  remain  at  home  the  District  Xuising  /\ssr)Ciaiion 
under  the  arrangement  with  the  Council  would  send  a nurse  to  carr}’  out  the 
medical  attendant’s  instructions.

NOTABLE  SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Several  large  ashpits  serving  groups  of  houses  were  abolished,  and 
each  house  was  provided  with  a dust  bin.  One  thousand  galvanised  dust 
bins  were  substituted  for  ashes  tubs  during  the  year  in  addition  to  1,250 
during  the  preceding  two  years.  The  reconditioning  of  farms  and  dairies 
was  continued,  and  much  work  was  done.  The  Bur\'  .Street  Area  Clearance 
.Scheme  was  proceeded  with  during  the  year  and  all  the  houses  on  the  site 
were  vacated.  Demolitions  are  taking  place. 
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CHIEF  SANITARY  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  whole  of  the  bed  of  the  River  Darwen  still  needs  pitching  and 
arching  over  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling  houses  and  shops.  This  would  pre- 
\ ent  much  rubbish  being  deposited  in  the  river  and  obviate  the  emanations  of 
steam  and  foul  odours.

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Meteorology. 


The  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park  in  Lat.  53°  41' 
25"  N.,  and  Lon.  2°  28'  32''  W.,  and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean 
sea  level. 


Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  at  9 a.m.  and  9 p.m. 


This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called  a 
Normal  Climatological  Station.  A report,  giving  all  details  of  readings,  is 
sent  each  month  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London. 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  is  1582.9  millimetres,  or  62.27  inches 
being  recorded  on  243  days  ; the  average  for  the  last  twenty  years  being 
56.44  inches.  The  greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  August,  248.2  millimetres  ; 
and  the  lowest  in  February,  13.0  millimetres.  The  greatest  daily  fall  was  47.2 
millimetres,  on  August  20th. 


The  total  sunshine  registered  on  266  da}'S  during  the  year  was  1116.0 
hours,  the  average  for  twenty  years  is  1144.3  hours.  June  registered  the 
highest  monthly  total,  192.4  hours  ; and  December  the  lowest,  12.2  hours. 
The  highest  daily  reading  was  13.6  hours  on  June  7th. 


The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  41.1°,  the  average  for 
the  last  twenty  years  is  40.8°.  The  lowest  monthh’  mean  was  in  February, 
30.8°,  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  year  20.0°  on  March  20th. 


The  maximum  wind  velocity  was  on  January  10th,  when  a Southerly 
wind  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  46  miles  per  hour. 


Sixteen  observations  of  snow,  13  observations  of  hail,  7 observations 
of  thunder,  thunderstorm  on  13  days,  28  observations  of  mist,  59  observations 
of  ground  frost,  1 observation  of  snow  lying,  45  observations  of  fog,  19 
observations  of  dew,  9 observations  of  lightning,  and  13  dry  air.

In  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  the  Committee,  particulars  were 
gi\ en  of  cei tain  houses  situated  in  \'arious  parts  of  the  town  which  were  found 
to  be  in  a very  dirty  condition.  Informal  and  statutory  notices  were  served 
upon  the  occupiers,'  and  cleansing  was  ultimately  satisfactorily  done, 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Four  hundred  and  ninety-six  visits  were  paid  to  houses  where  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  had  been  reported,  a thorough  examination  of  each  of  the 
houses  was  made,  defects  in  the  drainage,  etc.,  were  caused  to  be  remedied 
as  quickly  as  possible.  One  hundred  and  eighty-two  patients  were  removed 
under  our  supervision  to  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

The  rooms  previously  occupied  b>-  the  patients  were  disinfected. 
During  the  year  268  rooms  were  fumigated  and  256  loads  of  bedding,  etc., 
disinfected.  A complete  list  of  tlie  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  \ arious  wards  is  gi\  en  on  page  38. 

Owing  to  outbreaks  of  .Smallpo.x  in  districts  adjacent  to  and  within 
easy  access  of  Darwen,  a sharp  outlook  was  maintained,  particularly  at  the 
Municipal  Model  Lodging  House  where  vagrants  often  reside  when  \isiting 
the  town.  Persons  known  to  have  been  in  contact  were  kept  under  obser\  a- 
tion  for  a definite  period. 

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Forty-three  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one  hour’s  duration,  the 
average  emission  of  Black  Smoke  per  hour  being  2.67  minutes,  and  many 
visits  were  paid  to  mill  boiler  houses  when  suggestions  were  made  to  the 
firemen  with  a \-iew  to  reducing  the  amount  of  black  smoke  emitted. 

The  following  time  limit  is  in  force  in  the  Borough — 

One,  two  or  three  boilers  5 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

Four  or  more  boilers  7 minutes’  Black  Smoke  per  hour. 

In  one  instance  the  time  limit  was  exceeded,  and  the  occupier  of  the 
mill  was  cautioned. 

One  statutory  notice  was  served. 

Advice  is  frequently  given  to  furnace  men  regarding  methods  of 
stoking. 

Owing  to  the  unprecedented  depression  in  the  cotton  trade,  a number 
of  mills  have  been  permanently  closed  and  the  looms,  etc.,  scrapped. 
Several  mills  have  been  closed  for  long  periods,  whilst  others  have  provided 
partial  eiriployment  for  the  operatives. 

This  has  resulted  in  a ver>'  great  diminution  in  the  consumption  of 
coal  in  the  town. 
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FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

Five  hundred  and  eleven  visits  were  paid  to  the  factories  and  Work- 
shops and  185  Bakehouses  were  visited.  A statement  of  the  improvements 
made  and  the  work  done  is  recorded  on  pages  47  and  48. 

TRIPERIES,  ETC. 

Two  tripe  dressing  firms  occupy  premises  m the  Corporation  buildings 
adjacent  to  the  Pig  Abattoir  in  James  Street  West.  The  work  is  carried  out 
efficiently,  the  greatest  possible  care  is  exercised  to  avoid  effluvia  nuisances. 
The  waste  material  is  burnt.  One  gut  scraper  carries  out  the  preliminary 
part  of  his  work  in  separate  premises  situated  at  the  Public  Abattoirs.  The 
casings  are  sent  out  of  town  to  be  scraped,  etc.  1 here  was  no  cause  for 
complaint  during  the  year. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1S75  TO  1907. 

During  the  year  sixteen  samples  of  milk  were  jDurchased  and 
forwarded  to  the  County  Analyst  for  examination.  All  proved  to  be  genuine. 

INFORMAL  SAMPLES. 

Forty-seven  informal  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  from  various 
retailers  and  examined  by  means  of  the  sediment  test  for  dirt.  It  was  found 
necessary  in  three  instances  to  draw  the  farmers  attention  to  the  dirty  condi- 
tion of  the  milk.  Subsequent  samjiles  taken  from  the  same  farmers  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  were  73  cowkeejiers  on  the  register  in  1930,  and  149  Retail 
Purveyors  of  Milk  other  than  cowkeepers.  Approximately  there  are  936  cows 
in  the  Borough.  There  are  many  purveyors  of  milk  whose  farms  are  situated 
without  the  Borough.  The  water  supplies  of  the  farms  and  dairies  have  been 
carefully  watched  and  attention  paid  to  the  cleaning  of  shippons,  dairies, 
utensils,  etc. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  certain  farmers  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  Part  5,  Section  20,  regarding 
t he  keeping  of  poultry  in  cowsheds.  Floors  and  stalls  were  found  soiled  with 
excreta  voided  by  poultry.  The  birds  are  often  housed  in  the  vicinit}'  of  the 
farm  buildings  and  roam  about  the  farm  yards,  etc.  The  farmers  were 
advised  to  remove  the  cotes  to  suitable  places  some  distance  away  from  the 
farms. 
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A great  amount  of  work  was  done  at  the  farms,  in  some  cases  involving 
reconstruction  of  shippons  and  dairies. 


The  following  is  a brief  summary  : — 

One  new  shippon  was  built. 

I'wo  shippons  were  enlarged. 

In  two  shipjions  the  cattle  stalls  were  reconstructed. 

In  live  shippons  the  roofs  were  underboarded. 

In  ele\en  shippons  additional  and  larger  windows  (made  to  open), 
were  fixed  and  the  internal  window  bottoms  splayed  and  the  walls 
cemented. 

In  twehe  shippons  the  floors  were  entirely  or  partiall}^  relaid, 
channelled,  etc. 

In  eight  shippons  the  ceilings  were  raised,  thus  ensuring  more  air 
space  and  more  efficient  ventilation. 

Four  dairies  were  altered  and  separated  from  other  buildings. 

Three  new  middens  and  manure  tanks  were  made  and  advantage  was 
taken  of  the  opjxirtunit}’  to  effect  other  farm  improvements. 

Two  shippon  yards  were  repaved. 

At  one  farm  a concrete  water  storage  cistern  has  been  constructed. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  reconstruction  work  was  well  in  hand  at  many 
other  farms. 


The  cow  keepers  and  milk  sellers  have  ^en  kept  informed  of  the 
various  regulations  and  orders  in  force  and  copies  of  circulars  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  relating  to  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Anthrax,  etc., 
have  been  supplied.  Where  important  alterations  to  shippons  were  neces- 
sary, copies  of  Circular  No.  40  respecting  construction  of  shippons  were  dis- 
tributed to  the  owners  and  occupiers. 
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Under  tHE  milk  (special  designations)  order,  1923.

There  are  149  Dairymen  or  Milk  Purxeyors  other  than  cow  keepers. 
This  number  includes  101  dealers  registered  for  the  sale  of  Bottled  .Sterilized 
Milk. 


Three  hundred  and  forty  inspections  were  made  during  the  }-ear. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Ministry’  of  Lleaith, 
ten  samples  of  Certified  Milk  were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  were  forwarded  direct  to  the  Ministr^•  of  Health.  Eight  of  the 
samples  complied  with  the,  regulations.  Two  of  the  samples  did  not  comply 
with  the  regulations. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

The  various  millowners,  farmers,  etc.,  now  exercise  constant  vigilance 
anti  a great  many  more  cats  are  being  kept.  During  the  year  poisoned  bail 
was  placed  in  selected  and  suitable  places  known  to  be  infested,  with  satis- 
factory results.  In  some  infested  buildings  the  drains  were  found  to  be 
faulty,  giving  rodents  access  to  the  buildings.  These  were  remedied  as 
soon  as  possible. 


RIVER  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  and  streams  are  inspected  periodically.  During  the  year  vast 
quantities  of  debris  were  cleared  from  the  bed  of  the  riv^er  by  Corporation 
workmen. 


OTHER  MATTERS. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  in  addition  .to  the 
printed  report,  detailed  typewritten  statements  have  been  submitted  respect- 
ing work  done  during  the  period  under  review. 
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INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS.

Many  inspections  of  the  Elementary  Schools  were  made  particu- 
larly^ during  vacations,  viz.,  -Easter,  Mid-Summer  and  Christmas,  to 
survey  the  buildings  and  ascertain  if  the  cleaning  had  been  done  in  accordance 
with  your 'requirements, 'as  issued  prior  to  each  vacation  by  Mr.  Brethenck, 
Secretary  of  Education.  . On  the  whole  the  cleaning  was  efficiently  done. 
Defects  in  buildings,  means  of  ventilation,  drainage,  and  pavement  of  yards 
were  referred  to  the  Education  Secretary  for  attention. 

The  internal  walls,  .ceilings,  etc.,  were  distempered  and  the  woodwork 
p.^inted  at  live  schools.  . ; 

c The 'floors  of  schoolrooms  and  classrooms  were  repaired  at  seven 
schools.  ■ ■■  - “TS 

Elertric'Hght  was*  substituted  for  gas  at  one  school. 

New  window  frames  were  ftxed  in  two  schools. 

The  pavement  of  playgrounds  at  two  schools  was  repaired. 

The  ventilation  improved  at  two  schools. 

The  drainage  was  repaired  at  three  schools. 

The  external  walls  were  pointed  at  one  school. 

In  addition  many  school  roofs  were  repaired  and  the  easing  troughs 
and  downspouts  replaced  where  necessary. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  whitewashing  of  the  external 
closet  buildings. 


MODEL  LODGING  HOUSE. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a decrease  of  11.61  per  month  in  the 
number  of  lodgers  when  compared  with  1929,  accounted  for  by  the  depres- 
sion in  the  cotton  trade.  This  is  the  only  common  lodging  house  in  the  town, 
a distinct  advantage  from  a public  health  standpoint.  I frequently  visited 
the  house,  often  in  the  evening  after  the  lodgers  had  retired  to  rest,  when  the 
cubicles  occupied  were  checked  and  the  books  examined.  In  order  to  curtail 
expenditure  the  two  top  rooms  containing  65  cubicles  were  temporarily  closed 
during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  operations  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Acts  there  were  fewer  vagrants  on  the  road  than  formerly  and  about  15  aged 
and  infirm  lodgers  entered  Queen’s  Park  Institution,  Blackburn.

INSPECTION  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

The  Cinemas,  Clubs  and  other  ]niblic  buildings  were  regularly  visited 
and  the  sanitary  conveniences,  etc.,  examined.  Many  repairs  were  effected 
during  the  summer. 


CLOSET  CONVERSIONS,  ETC. 

One  paii  closet  and  16  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system. 

At  forty-two  houses  movable  ashbins  have  been  substituted  for  hxed 
receptacles. 


MCAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

All  animals  were  killed  at  the  Public  Abattoirs  where  there  is  ample 
lairage  and  slaughtering  accommodation.  Strict  supervision  was  maintained 
throughout  the  v-ear  ; the  slaughtering  was  done  as  expeditiously  and 
humanely  as  possible,  a lemple-Cox  captive  bolt  luiniane  killer  being  used 
for  very  large  beasts  and  pigs. 
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Animals  jjassing  through  the  Abattoirs  were  carefully  examined  before 
and  after  slaughter.  The  quality  of  meat  has  been  of  a uniformly  high 
standard.  Consignments  of  fresh  meat  have  been  received  from  Birkenhead, 
Bolton,  Blackburn,  VVilpshire,  etc.  Many  visits  have  been  paid  to  the 
butchers  shops  of  which  there  are  about  60  in  the  Borough.  A sharp  outlook 
has  been  maintained  to  see  that  the  orders  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924,  and  the  Sale  of  Food  Order,  1921,  were  obeyed.  It  was 
found  necessar}-  to  caution  a few  persons  for  careless  handling  and  wrapping 
of  meat. 


The  continued  depression  in  the  staple  trade  of  the  district  has  con- 
siderabl}’  affected  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  although  the  total 
weight  of  meat  sold  is  in  advance  of  the  previous  year.

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  slaughter  several  animals 
after  the  usual  hours,  either  during  e\enings  or  week-ends.  I was  present 
at  the  Abattoirs  on  these  occasions.  Visits  to  farms  were  also  necessary 
prior  to  removal  of  animals  to  the  Abattoirs. 


FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

During  i>eriods  of  the  year,  the  Borough  was  a scheduled  area,  and 
movement  of  animals  was  only  allowerl  under  license  and  although  no  cases 
were  reported  in  the  Borough,  cattle  were  kept  under  observation  and  slaugh- 
tered within  the  prescribed  pieriod. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  (TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER),  1925. 


There  was  one  notification  received  during  the  year.  The  Borough 
Veterinary  Surgeon  was  accompanied  by  your  Inspectors  when  the  farm  was 
visited.  All  cattle  were  examined  and  the  suspected  cow  was  removed  to 
the  Public  Abattoir,  slaughtered  and  examined.  The  diagnosis  proved  to  be 
correct. 

The  carcase  was  sent  to  the  destructor  and  cremated. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  and  destroyed  during  the  year 
was  9,064  lbs.,  as  follows  : —

Beef,  20  pairs  of  Kippers,  and  34  Rabbits  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

A sharp  outlook  was  maintained  over  the  various  articles  of  food 
offered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  places  where  food  is  prepared 
were  kept  under  observation. 
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Many  visits  were  paid  to  Fried  Fish,  Chipj^ed  Potato,  and  Tripe  Shops. 

The  Wet  Fish  Shops  also  received  attention,  the  offal  being  removed 
daily  to  the  destructor. 


REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  CLEANSING. 

The  whole  of  the  work  in  this  department  is  done  by  your  own  work- 
men. 7'he  house  refuse  from  the  most  distant  parts  of  the  town  is  collected 
and  deposited  at  the  Destructor  by  motor,  the  rest  of  the  ashes  removal  is 
done  by  team  labour,  involving  the  employment  of  six  horses,  carts  and 
drivers,  and  14  men  loaders.  The  house  refuse  is  incinerated  in  the  Meldrum’s 
Destructor  which  is  situated  in  the  Electricity  Works  Yard.  The  residual 
( linker  which  averages  55.39  {>er  cent,  was  deposited  on  the  tips. 

All  vehicles  loaded  with  house  refuse  were  passed  over  the  weighbridge 
during  one  selected  week  in  each  month,  and  the  total  weight  of  ashes,  etc., 
sent  to  the  Destuictor  ascertained  as  well  as  the  weight  of  clinker  removed 
therefrom  to  the  tips.  These  frequent  tests  have  enabled  us  to  arrive  at  a 
more  satisfactory  estimate  of  the  total  amount  for  the  year.  In  the  parts 
of  the  town  more  distant  from  the  Destructor  the  ashes-tubs  are  being  replaced 
by  dust-bins,  which  are  much  more  sanitary,  and  easier  to  deal  with.  This 
arrangement  is  tending  towards  a gradual  reduction  in  the  amount  deposited 
and  a more  e.xpeditious  collection. 

In  1929  1,000  tubs  were  replaced  by  galvanized  bins. 

In  1930  1,050  tubs  were  replaced  by  galvanized  bins. 

Further  conxersions  will  gradually  take  place. 

.Ml  tins  are  sorted  from  the  refuse,  jiressed,  and  sold,  the  total  amount 
receixed  from  January  to  December  being  £A:2  15s.  Id.
